Gruppenfuehrcr Kcppler explained that thc Fuchrer did not yct havo an 
urgent reason for the invasion. This reason must first bc croatod, The 
situation in Vienna end in tho country is nost dangerous, It is fearod that 
strcot fighting will break out any monent because Roinor  ordored tho entirc 
party to denonstratc at 3 o!clock. Roinor proposed stprmninj; and seizing 
the government palace in order to force thc reconstruction of tho government, 
The proposal was rojected by Koppler but was carricd out by R^»inor after ho 
discussed it with Globocnik.  ÀAftcr 8:00 p.m. the SA ond SS marched in and 
occupied the government buildings and 211 important positions in tho city 
of Vienna.  át 8:30 p.m, Rainer, with thc approval of Klousner, ordered all 
Goulcitors of Austria to take ovor powor in all eight "gaus" of Austria, with 
«23e help of thc SS and SA and with instructions thot oll zovernnent 
represontatives who try to resist should bo told that this action was taken 
on order of Chancollor Seyss-Inquart. 


With this, the revolution broke out, and this resulted in tho conplcete 
occupation of Austria within three hours and the toking over of all important 
posts by thc party 99e 


The scizuro of powor was the work of thc party supported by tho Fuchrer!s 
threat of invasion and the legal standing of Seyss-Inquart in tho govoernuent, 
The nationo»l result in the form of the taking over of tho government by 
Seyss-Inquart was due to the actual scizure of power by the party on ome 
hand, and the politiaal efficiency of Dr. Seyss-Inquart in his territory on 
the other; but both factors may be considered only ín the relation to the 
Fuchrer!s decision on 9 iiarch 1938 to solve thc Austrian problan under any

PERSECUTION CF THE JEWUS 

"hile the defendant Seyss-Inquart was the Reich Governor 
of the Province of Austria, laws were decreed directed against the 
Jews and &g»inst those who opposed the Nazi Regime politically. As 
has been shown, this usually took the form of decrees providing for 
the sequestration and confiscation of the property of these so called 
enemies of the State. 

In the early days of Movember 1938, pogroms against the 
Jews took place all over the Germon Reich, including Austris. These 
pogroms resulted from the killing of vom Rseth, a diplomatic official 
at the German Embassy in Paris, by à young Jew by the name of 


Grynszpan. Jewish synagogues, homes and shops were smashed and 


destroyed by fire. Large numbers of Jews wore arrested, jailed or 


placed in concentration camps. A partial report as to what occurred 


during the 9th and lOth of November 1938 is found in a letter written 
by the Reich Commissar for the Reunion of Austria with the German 
Reich, Josef Buerckel, to the defondont Goering, dated 18 November 
1938. This report shows how the fire department was not utilized to 
control the flames consuming Jewish homes, stores, shops and synagogues. 
The school ehildren in Vienna were given &n opportunity to participate 
in the demonstrations "according to the ordoer!,  Buerckel!s report 
also diselosee th^t enormous quantitics of valuables, jewlry and 
merchandise were stolen from the Jews during these pogroms.,
